The Range of Emphasis in Current Architectural Practice

Cerny, AIA, of Minneapolis, was a guest speaker at the 


luncheon session held during the 53rd annual assembly of the Royal Archi- 


tectural Institute of Canada held at Winnipeg in June 1960. 


His address

Assuming, then, competent and de- 
voted professional architects, to what 
extent should their practice adopt busi- 
ness techniques? What should be their 
attitude toward large corporate practice, 
toward affiliations with contractors, pro 
moters, financiers, etc? The customary 
forms of business relationships are chang- 
ing in the modern world. There are new 
combinations, joint ventures, which call 
for re-evaluation of some of the profes- 
sional patterns common in the past. 

The most challenging competitor is the 
corporation, offering a package deal in- 
cluding construction, planning, economic 
inalysis, financing, etc with alleged 
savings in each phase because of the inte- 
operation. This is often referred 
to as a turn-key operation There are 
several successful corporations offering 
these complete services and enjoying a 
solid reputation, generally with special 
emphasis on industrial engineering.

A Curious Cult 

There is a cult of architects which 
ardently believes that truly creative archi 
tecture cannot emerge from a successful 
practice; that somehow or other suffering 
must be a part of the creative act; that 
large offices are machines which must in 
evitably stifle creative effort.

The architect has serious professional 
responsibilities from the management of 
the funds of his clients to the welfare and 
security of his employees 
sponsibilities must be handled in a busi 
ness-like manner without whimsy or 
romance. Employee relations—their 
security, their future—contract docu 
ments, all engineering 
estimates, checking the 
mates, billings, collections, 
purely business activities. 

A beautiful building struc

valueless. An unrealistic attitude to 
wards a client’s budget or confusion con 
cerning certificates of payment to the 
contractor, imprudent payments to the 
contractor which lead to financial! loss to 
the owner or even bankruptcy, are in my 
opinion quite as unprofessional, quite as 
unscrupulous as an inferior design. 

In summary: is architecture a business 
or a profession?

A Brief Account of the Restoration of a Unique and Historic Building

The method adopted was to erect 
first a chute from ground to wall-head 
down which the roof stones were slid 
to cushion themselves against an old 
car tyre at the foot. After examina 
tion, those accepted were stacked to 
sizes. Everything down to the wall 
head was then removed and burned, 
the wall-head was levelled and made 
sound and laminated wall-plates were 
then laid. New rafters of 5 by 2 in. 
section were then fixed at 15 in. 
centres at the inner wall of the 
ring, the centres increasing to the 
ridge and increasing again at the outer 
wall. Everything following the ring 
had to curve with it and all radial 


timbers fixed at increasing centres 
as they moved towards the outer wall. 

A ridge plate 9 in. by 14 in. was 
fixed and, since purlins would have 


presented great difficulties and 
because of the great weight of the 
roof, every eighth rafter was made 
double, forming part of a specially 
designed truss of some interest. The 
design is clearly shown in the photo 
graph of the library section—note that 
all the members are pegged, there is 
no other form of fastening. Each truss 
is supported at its foot on a stone 
corbel fixed 4 ft. 6 in. down from the 
wall-head so carrying the load lowe1 
down the wall. Across the rafters 
sarking boards 1} in. thick were then 
laid (a great deal of gussetting and fit 
ting was needed here) and over thes« 
Sisalkraft paper. The stone slab 
were then re-hung on new oak pegs, 
square and slightly tapered. Each slab 
was laid in position while a hole was 
bored by an electric drill and the 
square peg driven into the round hole 
until it ‘ bit,’ care being taken not to 
crack the slab with a hammer blow

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Task for the Local Authority 


Although having made it clear that, in 
their view, there is no alternative to the 
main task of planning and land owner- 
ship unification being vested in the local 
authority for the town in question, the 
committee say they wish to be construc- 
tive; they recognise that there may be a 
need for some form of development of 
the law in relation to comprehensive 
action by private owners. 

So far from being impressed with the 
idea of bulk purchasing and bulk owner- 
ship of land by a distant central body 
they much prefer the idea of local co-op- 
erative enterprises on the lines of housing 
associations, 

The committee continue: ‘We recog- 
nise that the ultimate difficulty for any 
such body is the purchase, at reasonable 
prices or at all, of the outstanding interest 
of those who oppose redevelopment, but 
we feel that only the local authority 
should be invested with compulsory 
powers. We suggest that local authori- 
ties should define comprehensive re- 
development areas and programme them, 
the redevelopment being carried out in 
some cases by private enterprise and in 
others by the local authority. The local 
authority would take compulsory pur- 
chase powers in accordance with the 
programme and lease or sell plots for 
redevelopment. 

‘Where redevelopment of an area was 
to be carried out by private enterprise 
the developer might be left to acquire 
the land, the local authority aiding the 
developer where necessary by obtaining 
compulsory powers. This is in line with 
the present powers of the Town and 
Country Planning Acts, but if these 
powers are defective in any way amend- 
ing legislation could be sought.’ 


Central Body Rejected 


The committee repeat that the human 
side of the problem must not be dis- 
regarded. They do not believe that any 
central body will be able to deal with 
the extremely difficult questions of 
rehousing and finding alternative accom- 
modation for those who have to be 
moved. This, in their view, is a local 
question. 

On the question of finance, the com- 
mittee say this is a ‘most important’ 
aspect. Quality is vital to the success of 
the planning and implementation of re- 
development but the cost may be a 
daunting financial burden for many years, 
They think it should be stressed that the 
immense task of rebuilding the centre of 
blitzed cities has been substantially 
carried out in a determined manner by 
the cities and towns in question encour- 
aged by Government grants. They doubt 
whether there is sufficient realisation of 
the serious effect of abolishing the blight 
grants under the Local Government Act, 
1958. Help is needed over the early years 
for redevelopment; help is needed for 
open space acquisition. 


An AMC official said representatives 
are now planning talks with the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government on the 
whole question, including land prices.

A Hundred Years Ago 
From The Builder of August 10, 1861 


ILLUMINATED CLOCKS, — Passing over 
Waterloo Bridge late at night, the large 
illuminated dials of Westminster clock 
immediately attract the eye. They are 
strange, “mooney "-looking objects, 
placed high in the air; and are quite as 
difficult as the moon herself to decipher. 
It occurred to me the other evening while 
gazing at them, that if the whole dial 
were dark instead of light, and the index 
to the hour the only bright part, the time 
of night would be discernable at a much 
greater distance. Of course, the exact 
minute could not be specified, but half- 
hours could be easily distinguished, from 
their known position on the circle, 

I think the change could be effected 
thus: A plate of thin metal, the size of 
the present dial up to the foot of the 
figures, could be placed between the illu- 
minator and the present transparent dial; 
and on it should be cut a broad slit as 
wide as half the distance between any 
two hour-figures. The slit must extend 
almost from the edge to the centre sup- 
port, and the opaque metal dial must be 
made to revolve slowly with the hour 
hand. ... The minute hand, in passing 
the opening, would not materially darken 
it, om account of being so much 
narrower.

George Buchanan, CBE, FIOB

Buchanan gives me the opportunity of 
repeating what I have always said, 
namely, that I was most fortunate in 
having him as my first President when I 
came to the Federation as a new boy in 
1945. My good fortune continued when, 
later, he was elected as the Federation's 
hon. Treasurer. I owe him a lot and so 
does the National Federation. He saw us 


through a very difficult year and earned, 
and deserved, the high regard of Duncan 
Sandys and Aneurin Bevan, of the Trade 
Union leaders and, indeed, of all with 
whom he co-operated. He was a shrewd 
counsellor as President, and as hon. 
Treasurer a sound financier. We travelled 
the country together at a time when con- 
ditions were difficult, and he did much 
to knit the regions of the Federation 
more closely together, after the wartime 
loosening-up. 

‘If genius is the infinite capacity for 
taking pains, then George Buchanan was 
i genius. In my view the National Feder- 
ation never had, and I doubt whether 
they ever will have, a better President.’

Performance and Laying Techniques 


By the early months of 1956, because 
f the unexpected durability of the roads 
ind their ability to withstand heavy loads, 
such as construction equipment, ready- 
mix concrete trucks, and tandem rear- 
dump trucks, a great deal of interest was 
created in the Press both in the USA and 
Many letters were received, 
some from as far away as Africa and 
Australia, Municipal, county and state 
ficials and road engineers with inter- 
national reputations made visits to the 
Borough of South Plainfield to make a 
first-hand inspection of the low-cost sur- 
faced roads. Everyone who inspected 
the roads agreed that the initial results 
were remarkable, especially since some 
f the roads had been subjected to very 
heavy traffic loads under abnormal con- 
ditions It was realised, however, that 
time was necessary to determine dura 
bility.

to the high softening point of the rub- 
berised asphalt. 

During the past five years some varia- 
tion in the preparation of the road bed 
was tried, but the original soil proved 
best and gave almost perfect results. In 
a few locations where it was desirable 
to raise the grade, some ‘bank run’ 
gravel was used. The completed surface 
on these sections became pockmarked 
with spot failures after a short time. The 
failures occurred from the dislodgement 
of large particles of gravel, usually 2 in. 
or greater in diameter, and lumps of clay 
which were in the gravel. 

Since it is difficult to obtain a gravel 
free from lumps of clay and free from 
particles larger than 14 in. without pay- 
ing a premium price, this practice was 
stopped. However, it was evident that 
properly sized gravel, with a small uni- 
form clay content to provide compaction, 
would make an ideal material for this 
type of surface treatment. 

During the unusually wet spring of 
1957 several dirt roads became impass- 
able. A by-product from the manufac- 
ture of roofing granules known locally as 
‘No. 20 fines" was used to stabilise these 
roads. It worked so well that the surface 
treatment was applied. By 1958 spot 
failure occurred, It was found that the 
‘No. 20 fines’ did not have large enough 
particles to permit the medium-curing 
asphalt to penetrate to a sufficient depth. 
This experiment served to illustrate that 
rubberised asphalt emulsion provides a 
weather-proof surface. The ‘No. 20 
fines’ below the level of penetration was 
completely dry and flowed from under 
the penetration. This condition permitted 
movement under traffic and was the 
cause of failure

Experience has shown that where clay 
or shale presents a problem, the addition 
of 3-in. road-stone during the grading and 
rolling before penetrating will usually 
provide enough stability to prevent future 
failure. (}-im. road-stone is crushed 
stone which has not been screened or 
washed, 100 per cent. passing a l-in. 
screen and having an allowable 15-20 per 
cent fines.) During the last three years 
careful examination during the grading 
and rolling, and treatment with }-in. 
road-stone where needed before pene- 
trating, has almost eliminated failure 
except in a few spots where good drain 
age could not be attained. The natural 
soils provided a penetration of 1} in. to 
2 in. with the medium-curing asphalt 
grade MC-I applied at the rate of 4/10 
gal./sq. yd. 

Rubberised asphalt emulsion, grade 
RS-1, was used for the binder of the sur 
face applied at the rate of 3/10 gal./sq 
yd. and covered with j-in broken stone 
The specifications required that 0.25 to 
1 per cent of natural rubber latex be 
added to the emulsion. 

During the five-year programme 122 
streets or roads were constructed for a 
total of over 21 miles. All streets were 
treated to a width of 30 ft. After five 
years, it is still possible to pull a strand 
of rubber in the pavement up to }4-in. 
length. Strands of rubber up to 1}4-in. 
length can be pulled up from the roads 
constructed last year. This is proof that 
as little as one per cent rubber additive 
lends flexibility to the pavement and has 
a life of at least five years. 


Low Cost 
The average cost of material per mile 


to construct the roads over the five-year 
period was $4,502 or 25.5 cents/sq. yd.

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This figure included j-in. road-stone, 
medium-curing asphalt grade MC-1, rub- 
berised asphalt emulsion grade RS-1 and 
j-in. broken stone.

cents/sq. yd. The 
material cost for a seal 
coat with rubberised 
asphalt emulsion at the 
rate of 3/10 gal./sq 
yd. covered with ;-in.

Where natural soils provide for the re- 
quired subsurface drainage, and will com- 
pact to a hard surface, they can be 
stabilised with medium-curing asphalt 
and weather-proofed with rubberised 
asphalt emulsion to provide a durable, 
long-lasting and serviceable low-cost 
pavement Rubber-asphalt emulsion, 
because of its capillary action, flexibility 
and toughness, provides added strength 
to the road, provides a surface equal 
n thickness to the diameter of the 
cover stone, is weather-tight, and flexible 


enough to prevent cracking from tem 
perature changes or from traffic loads. 
The use of rubberised asphalt emulsion 
reduces the usual ‘ bleeding’ or ‘ flow- 
ing’ resulting from high temperatures 
during the summer months The rub

berised asphalt-emulsion surface-treated 
roads require no more maintenance than 
6-in. penetrated roads in this locality. In 
fact the figures for the five-year pro- 
gramme are less than the figures for pene- 
trated roads maintained over the same 
period. 

A factor which helped considerably in 
the success of this programme was the 
interest developed among those engaged 
on the job. The men preferred to work 
with emulsion rather than cutbacks due 
to the lower temperature and freedom 
from odour, vapour and toxicity. After 
the local newspapers had covered the pro 
gramme the men took a great pride in the 
work. This resulted in the development 
of a technique that enabled a five-man 
crew to surface 21,000 sq. yd. of road in 
an eight-hour day. This meant applying 
7,000 gal. of rubberised asphalt emulsion 
and 230 tons of  -in. crushed stone 


The Land Compensation Act 


Improvements and Minor Corrections 


IN A CIRCULAR to local and other public 
authorities (No. 34/61, dated July 28) 
the Ministry of Housing and Local Gov- 
ernment points out that the Land Com 
pensation Act, 1961, came into operation 
on August I. 

The Act repeals and re-enacts in con- 
solidated form the provisions of the 
Acquisition of Land (Assessment of 
Compensation) Act, 1919, and certain 
subsequent enactments relating to the 
assessment of compensation in respect of 
compulsory acquisition of interests in 
land; to the withdrawal of notices to 
treat; and to the payment of additional 
compensation and allowances in connec- 
tion with such acquisitions or with certain 
purchases by agreement of interests in 
land. Some improvements and minor 


corrections have been made to facilitate 
the consolidation. 

The circular draws attention to section 
40, a comprehensive saving provision 
which secures continuity by providing 
that any enactment or document refer 
ring to an enactment repealed by this 
Act shall be construed as referring to 
corresponding enactment. The existing 
regulations issued under the consolidated 
Acts and the forms prescribed are to be 
brought up to date as and when the 
opportunity arises. 

Tables of comparison are being pre 
pared, states the Ministry, to show where 
in the Act of 1961 each of the existing 
provisions is to be found and also the 
source from which each of the new pro- 
visions has been taken.

If they 
are combined in a storage tank or tank 
distributor the rubber latex can be dis 
persed by recirculating with a pump. The 
time required to blend the two materials 
uniformly will depend upon the quantity 
of emulsion and the capacity of the pump 
For example, rubber latex can be dis 
persed uniformly in 1,000 gal. of emu! 
sion in one hour by recirculating with a 
pump having a capacity of 300 gal./min 

If the latex and emulsion are to be 
blended by hand stirring, it should be 
done in relatively smal! batches to ensure 
a uniform dispersion of the rubber.

Building Safety 
A Company's Competition

Effect of Economy 
Measures on Building 


4S REPORTED briefly in the late news of 

The Builder’ last week, Mr. Henry 
Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, replying to questions on 
August 1, indicated the effect that the 
Government's recently announced eco- 
nomy measures would have on housing. 

He said their aim was to finish the 
123,000 houses and flats under construc- 
tion in England and Wales and also the 
47,000 in tenders approved but not yet 
started. He would slow down the rate at 
which he approved further tenders parti- 
cularly in areas where housing needs 
appeared less urgent but he could not 
say by how much it would be necessary 
to do so. 

The Minister went out of his way to 
stress that he was very anxious to con- 
tinue the large scale housing programme 
and he pointed out to protesting Labour 
MPs that the Chancellor’s measures in 
cluded severe against speculative 
building of various kinds. He was par- 
ticularly anxious that slum clearance 
should carry on. They would examine 
all the programmes of al! the authori 
ties. It was no use continuing to approve 
large programmes when local authorities 
had under construction great numbers of

* Housing Bill Still Needed’ 


In the Lords on the same day, EARL JEI 
Licok, the Joint Parliamentary Secretary, 
uttered similar comments during the con- 
cluding stages of the Housing Bill. He 
pointed out that there not a great 
deal of advantage to be gained in piling 
up tenders for houses when there was 
already more work than could be handled. 
It was intended that the slowing down of 
approvals should keep to a minimum any 
interference in areas with urgent housing 
problems. By adjusting the overall pro 
gramme, they felt it would still be pos- 
for local authorities with the big 
problems to maintain a very substantial 
building programme in 1962. They would 
therefore be able to carry on building for 
such priority purposes as slum clearance, 
ee ccommodation for the elderly 
and the rehousing of families living in 
badly overcrowded or squalid condi 
tions. Notwithstanding the necessity for 
some moderation in the placing of new

ing Bill had lost none of its practical im- 
portance or value in the help it gave to 
local authorities confronted with the most 
pressing housing problems 


Representatives of local authority 
associations met the Chancellor and other 
Ministers on August | to discuss restraint 
on expenditure and afterwards the 
Treasury indicated that the representa- 
tives had expressed a general willingness 
to co-operate with the Government. A 
Treasury statement said the Chancellor 
sought the help of local authorities in 
reviewing as soon as possible all future 
current and capital expenditure. It was 
particularly important to guard against 
projects that little in their early 
years but whose cost accumulated. The 
Statement added that among the repre- 
sentatives, housing was agreed to have 
high priority, particularly in Scotland, 
as well as slum clearance and education, 
particularly technical education. It was 
pointed out that cuts in expenditure were 
not involved but ‘ restraint in the rate of 
growth.’ 


The Minister of Education, sir DAVID 
ECCLES, has already sent a circular to local 
education authorities and in a written 
reply on July 31, he said that minor 
works allocations for the current year 
amounted to £16.5m. These would be 
superseded by new allocations covering 
the remainder of this year and the whole

The New Towns 


Tackled about the effect of the 
economic policy on New Towns, THE 
MINISTER OF HOUSING said on August I: 
‘I expect the present steady progress to 
continue, but I shall be asking established 
development corporations to keep within 
their current level of expenditure, and to 
make savings or to postpone less urgent 
projects where they can 


*My policy on contributions by 
velopment corporations towards expen- 
diture by local authorities wil] not be 
changed, but authorities will very likely 
postpone some projects which, though 
desirable, cannot be regarded as essential 
n present circumstances.’ 

Mr. Brooke promised that he would 
take the special needs of areas scheduled 
under the Local Employment Act into 
account in the curtailment of local 
authority schemes. He asked 
what effect the Bank rate increase would 
have on housing but he replied, on August 
1, that it was impossible to make a general 
estimate that would have any validity 
since the effect was bound to vary accord 
ng to local circumstances.

MR. CHARLES GREY sought assurance 
from the President of the Board of Trade 
on August | that the 21,000 jobs in pros 
pect in the north-east would not be 
affected by the financial restrictions. MR 
MACPHERSON, the Parliamentary Secretary,

as at present forecast. The Government 
would, of course, continue vigorously to 
use their powers under the Local Employ 
ment Act. The assistance already offered 
to firms would in no way be affected by 
the Chancellor’s measures 

The scheme to provide additional 
accommodation for MPs in the roof space 
over the committee rooms of the Palace 
of Westminster has been postponed. This 
was announced on August 2 by LORD JOHN 
HOPE, Minister of Works. He said.— The 
cost of this scheme was thought likely to 
be of the order of £300,000 and funds 
were provided in the Estimates to enable 
the work to be started this month. Now 
that the full scope of the scheme is known 
and further consideration has been given 
to the interruptions to the work which 
will be inevitable while Parliament is in 
Session, the provisional estimate has been 
increased to nearly £500,000. 

‘The House is aware that the Chancel 
lor of the Exchequer is taking steps to 
limit future capital investment in the 
public sector to a level which will not 
overstrain our ‘resources and he has there 
fore proposed to me, and I have agreed, 
that this roof space scheme should be 
postponed. I am sure that the House will 
agree that in present circumstances this 
is the right decision. The other recom 
mendations of your Committee on Accom 
modation for providing additional accom 
modation for Members wil! not be affected 
by this decision, and the Government 
accepts them.’ 


Position in Scotland 
The position in Scotland was clarified 
by a series of written answers on August 
l by MR. JOHN MACLAY, Secretary of State 
for Scotland, on various aspects. His 
comments include the following: 


HOUSING: ‘ Unless Scottish authorities 
seek to go ahead faster with their housing 
operations than present indications sug 
gest, I do not think there will be any 
need to hold them back. Nor do I expect 
that it will be necessary for the Scottish 
Special Housing Association or the New 
Towns Corporations to defer any major 
schemes on which they would otherwise 
have embarked.’ 


HOSPITALS: ‘ The buildings now under 
construction will proceed, and I do not 
expect that any projects due to start in 
1962-63 will have to be postponed, Later 
years are still under consideration. I do 
not expect that the maternity hospital 
programme in Glasgow will be affected.’ 

GLASGOW OVERSPILL: ‘I am confident 
that effect can be given to the measures 
that have been announced without cur 
tailing the planned provision for Glasgow 
overspill.’ 

NEW TOWN: ‘Preparations for desig 
nating the fourth new town will proceed 
as announced, I have arranged to meet 
the local authorities concerned on Sep 
tember 8.’ 

SCHOOLS: ‘ The most urgent work will 
proceed without any delay but the start 
of some less urgent work will have to be 
deferred for periods which it is not yet 
possible to forecast.’

The Siting of Tall 

Buildings 
LORD BOSSOM asked the Government in 
the Lords on July 26 if they would con 
sider (a) preparing a binding, overall town 
plan for London and other cities of Great 
Britain which would indicate where 
mammoth tall structures might or might 
not be built: and (b) calling a conference 
of appropriately informed individuals to 
look into the desirability of limiting the 
construction of such great buildings to 
the outer reaches of cities so as to leave 
the heart of the intensely built-up areas 
unoccupied by any new buildings above 
a fixed height. 

EARL JELLICOE, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, replied: ‘The Minister is not in 
favour of rigid plans for our cities which 
try to lay down wh-re tall buildings may 
or may not be built. Neither does he 
consider it right or practicable to try to 
impose a general limitation on the height 
of buildings in the heart of our built-up 


areas. Indeed, higher buildings can give 
us More room on the ground. So much 
depends on the details of a particular 


proposal for a specific site that local plan 
ning authorities must consider each pro- 
posal most carefully on its merits and in 
relation to its setting.’ 

LORD BOSSOM said a great many people 
were worried about the large number of 
very big buildings being put up, much to 
the injury of existing monuments of which 
the nation was proud. 


Public Concern 


EARL JELLICOE said he was aware of the 
legitimate public concern but in many 
cases of the sort mentioned the advice of 
the RFA Commission was sought and in 
the cases of the royal parks and palaces 
the Minister of Works was also consulted 
These were additional safeguards. 

LORD TAYLOR: ‘Is not the _ trouble 
equally that the more tall office blocks 
that go up, the greater becomes the con- 
gestion of the unfortunate people travel- 
ling to and from work in these offices in 
the centres of our great cities?’ 

EARL JELLICOE said he agreed that that 
was a problem and it was one which the 
Ministers concerned had very much under 
consideration. 

LORD AMWELL referred to the view from 
the middle of Waterloo Bridge over the 
Palace of Westminster. The massive block 
that was going up just beyond showed 
right beside Victoria Tower, dwarfing the 
Palace of Westminster and making an 
atrocious situation. 

EARL JELLICOE said that particular build- 
ing was considered and approved by the 
local planning authority, the LCC. Lorp 
AMWELL commented ‘It is a pity.’ 

LORD BOSSOM Said it was a pity that the 
Government had not been more clear in 


their advice. Other countries had had 
experience similar to this and they had 
found it possible to stop the erection of 
taller buildings in certain places. In 
Washington they were not allowed to 
build one in any case. Could not they 
give more consideration to preserving the 
beautiful parts of England? 

EARL JELLICOE said careful considera- 
tion was given to each building on its 
merits. One important thing was to 
ensure that the tall buildings which were 
built were as good as possible 


Other Business 
Decisions on Public Inquiries 


MR. JOHN MORRIS asked the Minister of 
Transport on July 20 how many inspec- 
tors’ reports on public inquiries were now 
before him; and what was now the 
average length of time between an inquiry 
and the announcement of a decision 

MR. ERNEST MARPLES ‘I have 
26 reports of inquiries and hearings under 
consideration in connection with high- 
ways schemes and proposals; acquisition 
of land under compulsory powers for 
highway purposes; road closure orders, 
and appeals against the decisions of Traffic 
Commissioners, Since January 1, 1961, 
the average time between the holding of 
the inquiry and the announcement of my 
decision has been 104 weeks.’

JOHN HAY, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Transport, in an adjournment 
debate on July 7. 

He also hoped it would be possible for 
the Minister to make an early announce- 
ment about the conclusion he had reached 
on the desirability of a review of signs 
on all-purpose roads in the light of the 
successful motorway signs. The Road Re- 
search Laboratory experiment, he added, 
would be a _ thorough-going scientific 
examination which was needed before 
coming to a conclusion on whether the 
British pattern should be changed com 


pletely with all the expense that that 
involved. 
MR. LANGFORD-HOLT asked the Minis 


ter of Transport on August 2 whether he 
had now decided upon the general review 
of road signs previously being considered 
by him. 

MR. ERNEST MARPLES wrote: I have 
decided, in conjunction with the Secre- 
tary of State for Scotland, to set up an 
independent committee to review traffic 
signs on all-purpose roads, as distinct 
from motorways, including roads in urban 
areas and to recommend what changes 
should be made. We hope to announce 
the composition of the Committee 
shortly.’ 


Traffic Steering Group 


The steering group on the problems of 
urban traffic to which the Minister of 
Transport has appointed Sir Geoffrey 
Crowther as chairman (see ‘ The Builder’ 
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of July 7, p. 14) ‘has no formal terms of 
reference and will be free to range over 
the whole field of the problem,’ stated 
MR. ERNEST MARPLES, the Minister of 
Transport, in a written reply on July 12 
to MR. GEORGE STRAUSS 

He added: ‘It will be kept informed 
of the work being undertaken in my 
Department by Mr. C. D. Buchanan on 
trafic in urban areas; will give Mr. 
Buchanan general advice on the broad 
lines to be pursued; and will advise me 
on the conclusions reached. I hope that 
the results of these studies will be avail 


able within about two years. 
‘The steering group will have no 
responsibility for the London traffic 


survey being undertaken jointly by the 
LCC and my department, but the facts 
about the travel pattern and _ travel 
requirements elicited by the survey will, 
of course, be available to the steering 
group.’ 


Volume of Educational Building 


DR. HORACE KING asked the Minister of 
Education, on July 13, what was the total 
cost of major school building programmes 
submitted by local education authorities 
for the year 1962-63; and how much of 
these programmes he proposed to approve 

SIR DAVID ECCLES wrote: * Local educa 
tion authorities put to me proposals to 
the value of £170m. for the 1962-63 pro 


gramme. The value of work approved to 
start in that year is £65m., the highest 
total for any year.’ 


Preserving Industrial Monuments 


MR. JAMES BOYDEN asked the Minister of 
Works on July 18 what progress was being 


made with a comprehensive scheme to 
preserve industrial monuments. 
LORD JOHN HOPE wrote: ‘I am awaiting 


the completion of the survey of indus 
trial monuments which is being under 


taken by the Staffordshire CC in col 
laboration with the Council for British 
Archaeology. I hope that the results of 


the pilot survey in Staffordshire will give 
me some indication of the size and nature 
of the problem and how best to tackle it.’ 


Motorways Construction Programme 


SIR WAVELL WAKEFIELD asked the 
Minister of Transport on July 19 for how 
many miles of new motorway contracts 
had been placed since April 30 this year; 
for how many miles further contracts 
would be placed before December 31, 
1961; how many miles of motorway were 
now under construction; and what steps 
he was taking to expedite construction on 
those roads where a line was already fixed 
or proposed. 

MR. ERNEST MARPLES: ‘Since April 30 
this year contracts have been placed for 
50 miles of new motorway. I hope that 
contracts for major bridge and tunnel 
works on the routes of a further 30 miles 
will be placed by the end of this year. 
About 170 miles are now under construc- 
tion. I am going ahead, as fast as statu- 
tory procedures and availability of funds 
permit, with the detailed preparation on 
all projects for which lines have been 
fixed. Preliminary work is meanwhile in 
hand on some 420 miles of proposed 
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Oxford Roads Inquiry 

In answer to a question by MR 
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BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
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Doric Arch, Euston 


MR. TOM DRIBERG asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on 
August 1, if he would, in consultation with 
interested organisations, delay the demo- 
lition of the Doric portico at Euston 
while the possibility of securing its pre- 
servation of re-erection by public 
was explored 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre 
tary ‘No. As the Minister of Trans 
port explained on July 12, any further 
delay would disrupt the urgent recon 
struction of the underground station.’

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Local Government in Greater London 

MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, said on July 
25 that the Government had the report of 
the Royal Commission on Local Govern- 
ment in Greater London and the repre- 
sentations of local authorities on it under 
consideration, but he regretted it would 
not be possible to make an announce- 
ment before the recess.

Civil Engineering Research 

MR. CYRIL BENCE asked the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary for Science on July 
18 to give details of the Government's 
financial support to the Civil Engineering 
Research Council, and what proposals 
he had for encouraging research into 
civil engineering. 


MR. DENZIL FREETH wrote: ‘ The Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Re- 
search has given help and advice in the 
formation of the Civil Engineering Re- 
search Council and the Secretary of the 
Department is a member of the Council. 
No application for grant aid has yet been 
received from the Council, but the 
Department itself is already making 19 
scientific research grants totalling £61,000 
to 11 different Universities and Colleges 
for civil engineering research.’ 


Kariba Dam to be Strengthened 


Flaw in Rock on 


IT IS REPORTED from Salisbury, Southern 
Rhodesia, that thousands of tons of con- 
crete and rock filling are to be used to 
buttress the huge Kariba dam in Southern 
Rhodesia. MR. E. WARD, chairman of the 
Rhodesian Federal Power Board, told a 
Press conference on August 2 that the 
extra work would take 14 months and 
would make the dam wall safe against the 
record high water levels expected in the 
next two years. The dam, built across 
the Zambesi to provide hydro-electric 
power, was Officially opened by Queen 
Elizabeth the Queen Mother in 1960. 


Mr. Ward said a weakness had been 
found in quartzite rock in the top part 
of the dam’s flank, on the southern bank. 
There was, however, no split in the dam 
wall and no real danger at present. 


“We knew the rock was weak,’ he 


South Bank 


said. ‘Work had been going on for 18 
months to strengthen it, but difficulties 
had been met in making the work effec- 
tive. The new measures were necessary 
to make certain that the south abutment 
is fully capable of carrying water pres- 
sure at the top levels of the reservoir.’ 


Saving on Estimate 


Mr. Ward declined to state how 
much the extra work would cost, but he 
said there would still be a considerable 
saving on the original estimated cost of 
the Kariba project—about £118m. The 
new buttressing would consist of 70,000 
cu. yd. of concrete—half underground, 
half above ground—and 25,000 cu. yd. 
of rock filler. 


The main contractors for the dam were 
the Italian Impressit consortium. 


Building Work on Farms 


Scope for Builders in Rural Areas 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT 


IMPLEMENTATION Of the farm 
improvement scheme in England and 
Wales in September 1957, applications 
total 131,509. Of these about 70 per cent 
have been approved and a further 4 per 
cent await final agreement. Only 10 per 
cent have been rejected with a further 13 
per cent withdrawn. The cost of 
approved applications is reckoned to be 
just over £67m. Of this figure the govern- 
ment grant amounts to approximately 
£224m. In England and Wales approxi- 
mately 20 per cent of the applications 
have come from the south-western region. 


SINCE THE 


Specialists Categories 
Just over 60 per cent of the approved 
improvements concern individual farm 
buildings, and grain and fodder storage 
heads the list with dairy buildings close 
behind. A good deal of the work 
naturally falls into the category of the 


specialist firms, but there appears to be 
scope for work for builders in some rural 
areas. The original government grant 
scheme provided for a sum of £50m. over 
10 years, the grant being one-third of the 
cost. 


It would appear that at present the 
trend is such that the state grant will be 
used before the original 10 year plan is 
complete. It is felt in some quarters that 
this may necessitate an extension of the 
original time factor, or further grants, or 
both. This, however, is probably depen- 
dent on a number of things; rising costs 
being a predominant factor. Only 
recently, Merioneth farmers, already hit 
by the shortage of skilled farm workers, 
stated that they were finding it difficult 
to get anyone to undertake work in con- 


nection with improvement schemes.

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Fall from a Trestle 


Court of Appeal’s Decision in 
Injuries Claim 


FROM A LEGAL CORRESPONDENT 


A CASE of interest to builders and con 
tractors has been recently reported as 
Moloney v A. Cameron Ltd. and involves 
consideration of regulations 6, 9 and 12 
of the Building (Safety, Health and Wel- 
fare) Regulations, 1948. 

One of three painters employed in the 
painting of a roof over the platform at 
West Drayton railway station was injured 
when the trestle legs forming the scaffold 
gave way and collapsed inwards. There 
were in fact three trestles 9 ft. high and 
the spread between the legs of the trestle 
when fully extended was 4 ft. 6 in. The 
trestle was 2 ft. 6 in. wide from side to 
side at the top and rather more at the 
bottom and two heavy deal boards were 
placed on top of the trestles 12 ft. long, 
1 ft. wide and 2 in. thick. It was neces- 
sary to move the trestles from time to 
time. The accident occurred at the time 
a board was being handed to the plain- 
tiff as he was standing part way up the 
trestle. 

The question arose whether the defen- 
dants who were the employers were liable 
as it was clear that the structure was a 
scaffold under regulation 3. It was held 
that they were not. Regulation 6 provides 
that ‘no scaffold shall be erected or be 
substantially added to or altered or be 
dismantled except under the immediate 
supervision of a competent person and so 
far as possible by competent workmen 
possessing adequate experience of such 
work. All material for any scaffold shall 
be inspected by a competent person on 


each occasion before being taken into 
use.’ 
Although the paragraph appeared 


superficially to envisage that there must 
be some person other than the workman 
who was to be immediately responsible 
for supervision there was in fact no evi- 
dence from the plaintiff that supervision 
was necessary; in fact the reverse because 
he had stated in evidence that no super- 
vision was necessary. Regulation 9 pro- 
vided ‘All scaffolds shall be properly 
maintained and every part shall be kept 
so fixed, secured or placed in position as 
to prevent so far as practicable acci 
dental displacement.’ It was held how- 
ever that reg. 9 did not apply in a case 
like this when the trestles were not a 
completed structure in that the plank had 
not been laid on top. 

Regulation 12(1) which provided that 
‘every scaffold shall be securely supported 
or suspended and shall where necessary 
be sufficiently and properly strutted or 
braced" was held to be _ inapplicable 
because it was not proved that any check 
bars (stiff rods to be fastened in position) 
were necessary. Check bars were not in 
practice used by painters in conditions 
such as these and in fact the legs of the 
trestle had to be moved at least 2 ft. in 
wards before there was a danger of col 
lapse. 

Under these circumstances the Court of 
Appeal dismissed the painter's appeal for 
negligence and breach of duty under the 
Building (Safety, Health and Welfare) 
Regulations 1948.

AN ADDRESS on ‘ The Purpose of Manage- 
ment in Building’ was given by MR. PETER 
TRENCH, OBE, TD, BSC, FIOB, Director, 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, at Darlington College of 
Further Education, on July 17, from which 
we take the following extracts. Mr 
Trench said 

Industry after the war was assailed by 
two new phenomena little talked about 
before—the public relations and the 
management phenomena, Soon, few were 
wondering how in the old days firms 
could have survived without a dose of 
public relations or management consul- 
tancy—and the fields became full of 
quacks They did a great disservice in 
many ways, for by using their own par- 
ticular jargon of ‘public images’ and 
‘tool subjects’ they set up a reaction in 
the mind of the ordinary man against a 
perfectly healthy and normal industrial 
development. 

I have said this in no sense of debunk- 
ng the expertise of management but 
because I want you to know that I myself 
do not believe that management has any 
particular mystique about it, and that it 
s well within the grasp of anybody with 
normal intelligence without having to do 
a two years’ course to learn a new 
vocabulary This does not mean to say, 
however, that certain specialisms such as 
cost accounting or higher financial control 
can be picked up at a two-day course ; it 
means that the manager knows of their 
existence and accepts their usefulness as 
a means to an end. More of the end 
later! 

But why the sudden awareness of the 
need to understand the science of manage 
ment? And what took its place in the 
past? 

It has been said that our economy is 
balanced on a razor edge—a slight tilt 
either way is the difference between pros- 


perity and poverty. This unfortunately 
s true. We have to export over 40 per 
cent of our production to survive. We 


can in fact improve our economic position 
‘ vis-a-vis ’ the rest of the world and there- 
by raise our own standard of living, only 
f we improve our general productivity. It 
s my personal belief based on quite a 
long study of this subject, both here and 
overseas, that whereas we might increase 
yutput by some 15 per cent if every man 
worked harder but within his capacity, 
we could in fact increase it by as much 
is 25 per cent by more effective manage 
ment.

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Contractors’ Plant 


Cost and Economics 


BY P. A, STONE, MSC(ECON) 


Following is a summary of a paper presented by Mr. P. A. Stone, MSc( Econ), 
of the Building Research Station, to the half-yearly meeting of the National 


Federation of Building Trades Employers recently held in Blackpool.

YOU may be asking what are my creden- 
tials for talking to you about plant man- 
agement and costing—in what way can I 
match your experience. Let me confess 
I have no personal practical experience of 
plant management. What I offer you is 
not my experience but yours. In the 
course of various surveys I have visited 
something of the order of 100 plant 
operators and have examined their 
methods of management, their forms of 
costing and their results. What I have 
to say is based on an analysis of this 
experience. 

The problems of plant management 
clearly differ with the size of the firm, 
and in discussing these things we must 
consider the problems of the small-scale 
plant as well as the large users 
Whereas a large firm needs financial 
which will substantially gene- 
right response from each of the 
people taking decisions, the small 
can have sufficient knowledge to 
make decisions and needs no elaborate 
machinery to guide him.

Let us look at the first point. What 
are the main management functions 
which depend on plant charges? These 
can be listed as: 


(1) a basis of deciding the propor- 
tions in which plant of each type 
should be owned and hired; 

(2) a method of assigning a revenue 
to the plant department against which 
its expenditure can be judged and by 
which its operations can be compared 
with other plant operators; 

(3) a way of introducing incentives 
to the efficient management and opera 
tion of the plant by the plant pool and 
the sites; 

(4) a basis for comparing the costs 
of alternative methods of carrying out 
operations; and 

(5) a basis for costing plant for pur 
poses of tendering.

MAINTENANCE COSTS: These should in- 
clude everything except day-to-day 
maintenance which is rarely recorded 
and is usually paid direct by the contract. 
Site as well as yard work should be in 
cluded. Because maintenance costs are 
very variable, data is reauired over a 
long period. Such costs must be adjusted 
for price changes before being averaged. 
It is convenient to express the adjusted 
costs to the of plant when new. 
This helps to over the problem of 
plant of varying specification. Table 2 
shows maintenance costs expressed as a 
percentage of current price of new plant. 
It is important to include all items—e.g 
labour, handling, on costs, interest, rent, 
cost of land and buildings at market 
prices. Overheads may be taken as 40 
per cent of labour and materials. Other 
costs to be reckoned are _ insurance, 
licences, management costs of the plant 
contingencies—and profit.

days, that is 6 days in 10 days, or on 150 
days during the year. On referring to the 
table of plant requirements (Table 4), it 
will be seen that requirements can be 
satisfied on 100 working days by one 
machine, so that if the additional 
machines required are hired on the 
remaining 150 days, only one machine 
need be owned. In this case, owning one 
machine does give the minimum cost 
(Table 5) although in the particular cir- 
cumstances of this example two machines 
could be owned without additional cost. 

The application of this method of 
assessing plant ownership might take the 
form of a periodic review of the antici- 
pated plant demand in relation to the 
machines owned and prospective hire and 
purchase prices. 

FLEXIBILITY: Points to remember here 
are that output can be low as compared 
with potential and that low output is not 
necessarily a mark of low efficiency since 
the subsequent question often controls 
the desired output from the machine. It 
is often worthwhile to choose plant for

gramme which will indicate period plant 
and labour required, its size, operation 
time and amount of movement of plant 
on site. Costs can then be estimated 
from hire rates, wage rates, transport 
charges and fuel prices. Some idea of 
the way the average cost per unit output 
vary is given in Table 6. 


Conclusions 


In conclusion, while the small con- 
tractor may have sufficient knowledge of 
his organisation and work to ensure that 
his plant is used efficiently, he needs to 
know his plant costs in order to decide 
between various types of machine for the 
same operation, to decide what plant to 
hire and to estimate. In large firms no 
one person can be all-seeing and plant 
charges must additionally be used as an 
automatic control to guide the many 
decision takers in the right direction. 
Plant costing therefore an essential 
prerequisite to efficient plant manage- 
ment, and it is very important that the 
costing and plant charges should be con- 
sidered in the light of management needs.
